Quebec, Aug. 11—With the air vi- 
brating from the firing of guns from 
Quebec's ancient citadel, the sound of 
whistles from river craft, the ringing 
lof bells and the applause of a large 
lies Lord Byng of Vimy, Canadi's 
{ new governor general, landed — this 
{morning at WKing’s Wharf, proceeded 
{through the streets to the provincial 
[legislative buildings and was there 
‘sworn. into office with a pomp and 

impressiveness which probably have 
never before been equalled in the his- 
tory of the dominion. After having 
spent the night on the Empress — of 
Deane the liner which conveyed him 

from Liverpool, his excellency — this 
rmorning received Prime Minister Ar- 
'thur Meighen, who went on board to 
pay his respects. 

A band played the national anthem 
as his excellency cume ashore. ‘The 
governor-general, who wore a general's 
uniform, stood smartly at the salute 
while it was being played, and after- 
wards inspected the guard of honor on 
the wharf. 

Behind an escort of cavalry, the 
governor-general and Lady Byng and 
their staff proceeded in carriages by 
a roundabout way to the parliament 
buildings. Lord and Lady Byng_ re- 
ceived a series of ovations as they 
passed through the crowds, which his 
lordship acknowledged by waving his 
hand while his wife bowed repeatedly. 
A dense throng had guthered at the 
parliament buildings, and here again 
he received an ovation. 

In the meantime those present on 
duty by virtue of their official position 
and those by invitation had gathered 
in the legislative council chamber, 
where the ceremony of swearing in 
was to take place. The scene was one 
of considerable brilliance. His excel- 
lenecy and Lady Byng = entered — the 
chamber preceded by representatives 
of the militia, air force and navy, the 
lientenant governor of the province 
and aides “de camp to the governor- 
general. After the governor general 
had taken his stand on a dias, Mrs. 
Meighen presented Lady Byng with a 
bonquet of white roses. 

Lord Byng's commission as governor 
general was then read by his military 
secretary, Captain O. P, Balfour, his 
excellency immediately afterward tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance to the king 
and swearing to ‘well and truly” ex- 
ercise his office as governor general 
and subscribing his name in the oath 
hook. 

He was next handed tho Great Seal 
of Canada by Sir Henry Drayton, min- 
ister of finance, whieh, according to 
custom, he handed back to Thomas 
Mulvey, undersecretary of state, for 
safe keeping. The proclamation of the 
kovernor general's swearing in, order- 
ing the government of the dominion 
to continue, was read and after his 
exellency had signed it it was sealed 
with his privy seal. The ceremony 
ended with the playing of the national 
anthem by the band in attendance. 

The installation ceremonies complet- 
ed, a salute of 1% guns from the citadel 
chook the building.

Friday afternoon last, Premier-elect 
Greenfield announced that His Honor 
Lieutenant: Governor Brett had offic: 
jally called upon@him to form a: gov- 
ernment in succession to that headed 
by His Honor’ Charles Stewart.

It was explained by Premicr-elect 
Greenfield. that it was not his inten- 
tention to permanently hold the port- 
folios of provincial treasurer and pro- 
vincial secretary, but in view of the 
importance of these offices and the 
fact that he wished to carefully con- 
sider certain plans which, if adopted, 
;might have an important and far- 
reaching effect on the organization 
jof these departments, he did not think 
it advisable to make appointments at 
the present time, \ 

The premier designate stated that 
he had‘ extended an invitation to Alex 
Ross of Calgary to accept the port- 
folio of minister ot public works, and 
that he wag awaiting the acceptance 
of Mr. Ross of this position. 

The new Alberta cabinet was sworn 
{into office Saturday and the first cab- 
inet meeting of the new executive 
conducted Saturday afternoon. 

Premier Greenfield said on. Friday 
night he had nothing to say to the peo- 
ple of this province at this time. He 
considered the U.F.A. conference to 
have been entirely satisfactory from 
both the farmers and citizens’ stand- 
point, and to use his own words he 
was awaiting the opportunity to be 
given a chance to commence his 
work, 

He would not discuss the question 
as to the possibilities of his own elec- 
tion to a governmental seat. “I am 
leaving this to the good judgment and 
to the sense of the people. I am not 
worrying a bit and it is entirely up

‘Regina, Aug. 17—Methods for im- 
proving farming conditions far the set- 
tlers now on the land in Western Can- 
ada were discussed at a meeting of 
the directors of the Western Canada 
Colonization Association in Regina on 
Friday. The report of the investiga- 
ting committee which inquired into 
drought conditions of Southern Alberta 
and Southwestern Saskatchewan, and 
which urged the extensive growing of 
rye asa partial solution of the problem 
was reviewed, and the recommendation 
of the committee was endorsed strong- 
ly. M, A. Brown, vice president of the 
association, was empowered to organ- 
ize an extensive campaign for rye seed- 
ing in the areas covered by the report. 

It was reported that slightly in ad- 
vance of 890,000 acres were sown to 
rye in Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
1920; and that it was hoped to increase 
this acreage to 1,500,000 by the pro- 
posed campaign. It was believed that 
the average production of rye in the 


exceed wheat production by 50 to 100 
pr cent. Efforts are being made by 
the association to induce banks, mort- 
gage and loan companies and the gov- 
ernments to supply the necessary seed 
and meeting of farmers will be organ- 
ized at which the merits of rye grow- 
ing will be explained. 


ALYMER. QUEBEC, IS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Vire of a disastrous character, fan- 
ned by ‘a strong wind from the south- 
west, swept Alymer, Que, on Friday 
afternoon and left in its wake a pareh- 
ed and blackened ruin of what was for- 
merly a quiet and picturesque city. 


At least one death was caused by 


fire, 700 persons were rendered home- 
loss and the property loss is estimated 
by Mayor Nash, of Alymer, at $750,000 
Most of the principal buildings of the 
town were razed by the flames and 
the homes of 125 families were lost. 
The fire began with dramatic sud- 
denness, leaping from dwelling to 
dwelling, urged on by the stiff breeze 
that came from across Lake Dechanes 
and within five minutes had laid waste 
to the town.

Ice formed the most famous and suc- 
cessful police organization of its type 
in the world> Indeed, it may be said 
that that force originated the type 
and set a standard of efficiency which 
has been the ambition of other mount- 
ed forces the world over to follow and 
equal. The mounted State forces of 
New York and Connecticut were model 
ed after the Canadian Mounties, and 
recently when the State of Indiana 
established a mounted constabulary it 
was frankly said in the State legisla- 
ture that the R.N.W.M.P. should | be 
copied as closely as possible. 

The Alberta Provincial Police, in 
the method of its organization and 
latterly in its effectiveness, - follows 
closely in the style of its noted prede- 
cessor in this province. It has been 
in existence for only four years and 
at the beginning, owing to the war, 
it was unable to secure the best class 
of men for police work, but it is now 
manned-practically throughout by for- 
mer. “mounties” wha are: carrying:.on 
according tothe traditions of the par- 
ent body. u 

Its record of activities for the past 
year is highly creditable and it is prov- 
ing that with the confidence and gsup- 
port of the public, to which it is fully 
entitled, it is succeeding in enforcing 
the law quite as capably as the famous 
organization which formerly maintain- 
ed order in these parts—Calgary Her- 
ald.

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TRADE PROSPECTS FOR 
‘CANADA NOT BRIGHT 


\ 
An early change from the existing 


state of depression cannot be expected, 
in view of the slow though sure pace 
at which an adjustment is taking place 
in other countries. The most notice- 
able tendency, so far as foreign trade 
is concerned, is the almost universal 
determination to seek prosperity and 
solvency by maintaining restrictions 
upon imports. European countries, 
with the exception of the United King- 
dom, show no signs of relaxing the 
stringent regulations already in force, 
and a similar attitude is manifested 
on this continent. The United States 
has under consideration a revision of 
the tariff which will include the proy- 
isions of the temporary measure now 
in force, and will affect a wider list 
of articles in which Canadian exporters 
are interested. 


—— 


Canada is fortunate in having so 
large a proportion of her exportable 
surplus in the form of essential foods, 
for which the demand will be stimu- 
lated by the revival of industrial act- 
ivity in those countries which prohi- 
bit, either absolutely or by tariff the 
importation of manufactured articles. 
The tariff imposed by the United 
States against so many Canadian food 
products will merely divert the latter 
to other markets. Germany and oth- 
er important European consumers are 
secking credits for the purchase not 
only of foodstuffs but of raw iater- 
jals. They must have both in steadily 
increasing quantities, as their people 
become more regularly employed in 
executing. orders obtained by under: 
bidding competitors. Oi the basis of 


onan) 
the current scale of wages in Germany}, 


and on this continent, and at the pres: 
ent rate of exchange, the equivalent 
of labor costing $40 in Canada or the 
United States costs in Germany only 
$5. Such disparity in labor costs can 
only mean that the outlook for export 
trade in the articles of domestic man- 
ufacture in the cost of which labor is 
the main item is not encouraging. The 
phase of the inevitable adjustment is, 
however, of a passing character, for as 
industries revive in continental Europe | 
the needs of the population will ex- 
pand. Moreover, as the basis of all 
trade is an exchange of commodities, 
these nations will sooner or later have 
to accept the products of other coune 
tries in order to dispose of their own 
manufactured articles. The economic 
law concerned will continue to govern 
despite the superabundance of tariffs 
and restrictions. Regarding this phase 
of trade conditions in Europe, in which 
Canada is now more interested as a 
leader of the restrictive features of the 
United Sttaes tariff, a notable group 
of British financial leaders, including 
the heads of all) the large London 
banks, have issued the following sign- 
ed pronouncement: 


“Trade ig exchange. No nation 
which lives by trading with others 
ean prosper unless other nations pros- 
per too. We hold today great stocks 
of goods. We are ready to manufae. 
ture more. There is a large and insis- 
tent demand for them abroad. “But 
owing to the paralysis of Continental 
commerce—due in part to the restric: 
tive barriers which the new states 
have set up between themselves—the 
would-be buyers of our goods have 
not the means to pay for what they 
want, We have to build up the market 
that we need by encouraging Continen 
tal nations to export to us. For it is 
only by exports that they can re-es: 
tablish their credit and provide funds 
for the payment of their debts, In 
such a situation we belive that all 
expedients to control and hamper iin 
ports into this country, whether by 
licences, tariffs, or any other means, 
can only retard improvement in, the 
Continental exchanges and prevent 
the natural recovery of trade. Leg. 
islation of this nature, while it may 
increase the profits of a few selected 
industries, cannot fail to cheek our 
outpul as a whole, and to increase the 
costs of production to a level whieh 
nay make it increasingly difficult for 
British traders to compete suceessful 
ly with others inthe markets of the 
world.”—Bank Commercial Letter,

ALBERTA POTATO 
CROP THE BEST 
IN THE DOMINION 


The Alberta potato crop will prob- 
ably be the largest in proportion ta 
the acreage planted of any province in 
the Dominion according to the August 
reports on fruit and vegetables issued 
at Ottawa and just received by J. A. 
Grant, markets commissioner for Brit- 
ish Columbia in this city. Alberta 
leads all the provinces with a probable 
yield of 80 per cent of the total acre- 
age planted, which has been estimated 
at 43,900. British Columbia and Man- 
ftoba come next with a probable acre- 
age of 75 per cent ofthe total acreere. 
Conditions in the eastern provinces, 
according to the report are very Lad, 
the probable yield in Quebec and On- 
tario having been guaged at about 40 
per cent. 
pected that a large part of the pota- 
to crop in the province will be shipped 
to these districts. 

The fields around Edmonton are in 
especially fine shape, according to Mr. 
Grant, who returned Tuesday from a 
ten days’. trip to Winnipeg, Regina 
Saskatoon and Edmonton, He states 
that the newly formed Potato Growers 
association expect to handle, about B00 
cars of graded potatoes this year and 
this amount represents about one- 
third of the tillage grown in that dis- 
trict. In his opinion the potatoes have 
never looked better and if the frost 
is sufficiently delayed he predicts a 
bumper crop in the district within a 
twenty-mile radius of Edmonton. This 
same district produced a good crop list 
year, but he expressed the belief that 
this Year's yield would be even beiter. 
Th fields which he observed further 
south were in not nearly as fine con- 
dition, 

Wholesalers in western Ontario are 
at present quoting 90-pound ‘sacks of 
potatoes at $3.00 while in Calgary 100- 
pound sacks are selling for from bo-

ANOTHER BUNCH OF 
CATTLE RUSTLERS 
CONFESS TO THEFTS 


Another gang of cattle thieves have 
been brought-to justice by the Alberta 
Provincial Police.. Early in the sum- 
mer, complaints were received by the 
police of the loss of severai head of 
cattle in the vicinity of Castor. In 
June, a carload of. cattle was shipped 
from Coronation to Moose Jaw. This 
shipment was traced by Constable 
Curry, who found that fifteen head had 
been sold at Moose Jaw stock yards by 
Fred Morgan, a well-to-do rancher in 
the Castor district. These were iden- 
tified ag cattle that -had been stolen 
in the nelghborhood of Fleet and Cas- 
tor. i 

Morgan was arrested and brought 

to Red Deer where’ he! Gonfessed to 
the theft of the cattle and implicated 
his brother-in-law, Melvin Carter, and 
two other ranchers, Hang Jepson and 
Shirley Brown, in the transaction. All 
these men were arrested and brought 
jhere. Carter subsequently confessed 
to Inspector Fisher of the A.P.P., and 
Crown Prosecutor Quigg. Carter con- 
,firmed Morgan's story of Jepson and 
‘Browner being implicated. The ac- 
‘cused were arraigned before Magis- 
{trate Luwrence in the police court on 
‘Friday last. Morgan and Carter were 
committed to the higher court and en- 
tered a plea of guilty. Jepson and 
Browner were admitted to bail in the 
sum of $6,000 each to appear for pre- 
liminery hearing at Castor, 

The men accused of the thefts 
appear to be all well-to-do ranchers 
and their operations seem*to rival in 
some ways the methods of the Shearer 
Bros., who caused so much stir in po- 
lice circles during the past, year, It 
seemed to be their plan to pick up 
three or four head wherever it was 
convenient for them to do so, and 
drive them away for shipment. It 
was something much more extensive 
than the old plan of killing a critter 
here and there. It is alleged that the 
shipment to Moose Jaw brought them 
in wbout $700 even at the present low 
price of cattel—Red Deer News.

An Alberta steer, weighing 1,200 Ibs, 
Shipped live weight to Momtreal, and 
shipped by chilled storage to the Eng- 
lish market, and disposed there, will 
cost in transportation $38.67, and will 
yield $127.30. 

This is some of the information con- 
tained in the report of John Wilson, 
vice-president of the Alberta Cattle 
Breeders’ association, and William 
Spurrell, chairman of the chilled | 
comnittee of the U.F.A., the commis: 
sion appointed by Hon. Duncan Mar: ' 
shall to make an investigation of the 
livestock market in Britain. The re: 
port is exhaustive, illuminating and 
very valuable. 

“But the fact” the report adds ‘‘is 
there is no chilled meat on the market 
at the present time, and that us soon 
ag some Canadian arrived it was snap- 
ped up at an advanced price over the 
South American article. When North 
American chilled meat was being de- 
livered in that market, the difference 
between average home killed and the 
chilled meat was 1-12 p.c. of the price 
of the home production. English beef 
at $15 er cwt. meant chilled beef at 
$13.75 per cwt., and would mean, if 
the same ratio held for our better 
quality, a price of $29.04, instead of 
$19.68.”

PURE WATER SUPPLY, IS FIRST 
ESSENTIAL,-DECLARES AN 
AUTHORITY 


London, Aug. 16—In the House of 
Lords Lords Asquith inquired regard- 
ing the famine in Russia and asked 
whether measures were being consid- 
ered to pfevent the spread of cholera 
to the dominions. Lord Alfred Em-_ 


mott said Russia was faced with at 


cerrible catastrophe that would react | 
on the whofe world, and it was the’ 
duty of the government to do its ut- 
most to improve the. situation. 

The opinion was expressed by Lord 
Anthony McDannell that no govern- 
ment in the world is capable of cop-} | 
ing with the, calamity threatening ' 
eastern Europe. | 

The only practical system, he 
thought, was the one elaborated in; 
India during his residence — there, 
wherein the most important provision 
was to secure a pure water supply. 
He declared that the experiences in 
India showed that the people were 
wandering over the country, the only 
method was to establish a large famine 
camp and keep the people there until 
they could return to their own vil- 
luges, , 

He would have the camp under the 
village system of administration suclr 
as had been established = in India. 
Lord McDonnell urged the government 
to grant from 30,000,000 to 50,000,000 
sterling for relief purposes. 

The Earl of Crawford replying said 
official information from Russia was 
very meagre but it will be clea that 
the country’s position will be one of 
utmost danger as it involved purtial 
or complete failure of crops in the 


middle and lower basins of the Volga | 


River. The Soviet government had 
reported 27,000,000 cases of cholera. 
Measures had been taken to keep cases 
out of Great Britain and all the domin- 
fons had been fully informed of the 
situation. The supreme council, h 
said will be considering remedial ae- 
jon that will include preventive meas- 
ures in regard to the spread of the 
disease to the dominions.

A FINANCIAL } POOL

The crisis of the cattle industry was 
informally discussed at a meeting of 
the Winnipeg board of trade committee 
recently. A number of shippers were 
present. It was mentioned that as 
one of the features of the depression 
green hides were no longer quoted on 
this market, there-is no sale for cat- 
tle hides, They areya drug, and the 
shippers have been advised accord- 
ingly by the abbatdirs. With the lo- 
cal market, however, shot to pieces, 
Sirloin and other choice cuts of meat 
are retailing at forty cents in Winni- 
peg, with round steak at twenty. In 
fact, there has been no reduction in the 
retail price of meat. The butchers 
vharge the continued high price of cut 
beef in face of the big drop in the price 
of beef steers to the abbatoirs, and 
there is talk of establishing a public 
abbatoir, i 

The local packers, however, claim, 
| the relative spr read fs no greater than 
it has ever heen, the trouble still be- 
ing th refusal of the average man to 
take inferior cuts at any price. One 
packer says he had to ¢ell a large 
number of shoulders of catile last 
week at two anda half cents a pound 
to get rid of them at any price. 

The livestock industry of western 
Canada is suffering, fron a very severe 
and dangerous crisis. It is the same 
in character as hag overtaken sugar 
! planting, tobacco raisjug and cotton 
planting, and it is not so severe as

Edmonton, Aug. 16—In May, 1915, 
Corporal Cornelius, of the R.N.W.M, 
(P., left Edmonton for Herschel Island. 
; He departed quietly and without any 
ee of trumpets, Last week he re- 
| 


turned to civilization again for the 
first time, as silently as he had left 
it. Over six years of his life have been 
spent in the Artic wilds, four of them 
| in the company only of the two Es- 
i kimo murderers, sentenced in 1914, 
janud freed by: order of the government 
| later. 

Two years were passed at Fort Me- 
| Pherson, where the big supply of pro- 
| visions and building material were 
{disposed of. Comfortable winter quar 
‘ters were established here, and pa- 

trols of the surrounding country were 

‘undertaken. The two Eskimo murder: 
ers, Who were taken out by the cor- 
poral, and offered their freedom, were 
jso much taken by the ways of the 
white man that they asked permission 
‘to enter the service of the police, and 
| were engaged, much to their delight. 
They rendered great service as guides 
jest interpreters, and the white man’s 
law has never had a better advertise- 
ment in the Artic circle than that giv- 
sen to it by these two men, tried, pun- 
ished and released by its officials, as 
a warning to others. 

In 1917, Corporal Cornelius was 
joined by Constable Brockie, and the 
two set out for Herschel (sland, where 

l they spent two years, with many pa- 
trols into the far corners of the  un- 
charted wilds. 

The final trip was taken by Coron- 
eee Gult via Bear Lake to Fort 
Norman, down the river to Fort Me- 
Pherson, then north to the post on 
flerschel Island, back by coast to Cor- 
onation gulf once more, another return 
trip via Herschel, and through the 
‘ort McPherson up the Mackenzie Ri- 

ver home by the summer steamboat. 
This latter trip was taken by dog 
sleighs, a distance of 1,100 miles be- 
ing covered in this manner, and the 
{ total patrols by dog sled last winter 
jran around 2500 miles. 

, New headquarters were made at 
{Port Epworth, the patrol, accompan- 
ied by Staff Sergt. Clay, establishing 
this post, the two Eskimos, accom.
